DR. EDWARD KIRKENDALL 
Dr. Edward T. (Ned) Kirkendall, 
60, widely known Columbus cancer 
specialist and former chief of staff 
at White Cross hospital in Colum­ 
bus, drowned Saturday evening in 
a swimming pool at his home in 
Columbus.

New Treatment Of Amebiasis

MODERN drugs are now clear­ 
ing up cases of amebic dysentery 
th a t formerly offered little hope. 
This disease is an infection of the 
bowel by very tiny anim als known 
as amebas. It results in a severe 
d ia rrh e a w ith bleeding, and 
mucus and pus in the stool. It is a 
difficult Infection to cure, and 
may remain chronic for a number 
of year s. The condition, aa a rule, 
is easily cleared up when treated 
early. 
Some experts believe th at as 
high as 15 to 20 per cent of the 
population of this country may be 
suffering from some form of in­ 
fection by amebas. Usually, this 
type of infection can be detected 
by taking a sm ear or sample of a 
warm stool and examining It 
under the microscope for amebas 
or amebic cysts. It has been esti­ 
mated th a t from five to ten per 
cent of the people have ameba in 
their bowel movements but are 
not suffering from any illness. 
May Infect Liver 
Amebiasis generally confines, 
Itself to the large Intestine, buu 
frequently It Invades other parts 
of the body. The infection travels1 
to the liver, and may cause a se­ 
vere disturbance of the liver tis­ 
sues, such as an abscess. 
. 


In fectio n of the lung with 
ameba is another complication 
th at is not too infrequent. Many 
times a person with this type of 
infection seems to have many of 
the signs and symptoms of pneu­ 
monia. including high fever, chills, 
and an increase in the white cells 
of the blood. In these cases, a 
chest X-ray may be helpful in 
discovering an amebic type of 
pneumonia. 


New Drug Effective 
At one time, this sort of Infec­ 
tion was nearly always fatal, and 
there was little hope th at the pa­ 
tient would recover. But now doc­ 
tors are g ettin g good results with 
a drug known as emetine. This is 
injected into a vein, and has 
proved very efficient in clearing 
up the infection. 
In addition, the new an ti­ 
biotics, known as aureomycin, 
chloramphenicol, and terram y- 
cin, have proved very effective in 
clearing up pneumonia caused by 
amebic infection.
